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TE outstanding value of this book 
consists in its being the most com- 
éte study of the Italian Renaissance we 
ave ever wet with. We are familiar 
with the works of Roscoe, Reumont arid 
Symonds, besides several others, yet wo 
regard this as a much greater work than 
any of them. Moreover, this German 
classic has gone through fifteen editions 
already im the country of its; origin. 
That, in itself, is an wrefutable testimony 
to its worth. . 

This fine work is here given to us in an 
excellent, ners Ms) version ; but there ará 
cther partacu which enhance its value. 
The translator has made some important 
(if slight in extent) additions to the text, 
and renders the information more com- 
Eo by including the translated notes of 

s Ludwig eiger and Professor 
Walter Gétz. The book is finel 
printed, on good paper, has two hundre: 
and forty-three illustrations—some of 
them of great beauty, and all of them 
calculated to quicken one’s interest—and 
it forms a handsome volume. 

The contents, which cover the entire 
scope of the activities of those days, are 
di ded into six parts, all of them 
occupied with the consideration of a 
separate ieature, or related group of 
features, of Italian life. ‘The first part 
deals with ‘‘ The State as a Work of Art.” 
In the ten chapters. short, but informa- 
tive. of which this part is composed, there 
18. given to ns a view of the politica] con- 
ditions. of the Italian States: and princi- 
palities. It is no small tribute to the 
author to say that he hus made his 
narrative uí the petty rivalries of dukes, 
doges, magnates, and ecclesiastics, quite 
pleasant reatling, and has invested the 
subject with an air of importance to the 
world outsido Italy. 
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Although Part. T.—*‘ The. Development 
of the Individnc '-eontains only four 
chapters, yet therein the author succeeds 
in explaining tho origin and progress of 
the . most. vitally dominant .characteristi* 
of the Renaissance, the assertion af 
personality. Part IIL gives an ‘historical 
survey of the Classical Renaissance, from 
its rise in the fourteenth céntury to its 
fall in the sixteenth, in eleven. chapters, 
under the title of ‘‘ The Revival of 
Antiquity.’’ It has, been usual for works 
on thé Renaissance te confine themselves 
to the literary revival, omitting to observe 
that the human mind is concerned 
simultaneously with many departments 
of knowledge and thought. In this book 
this is shown clearly by the topics freated 


in the remaining three parts. For 
instance, Part IV., in eight chapters, 
sketches the growth of cosmograpiy, 


natural science, art, and the study of man 
himself in his outward form and in his 
inner, or psychological, qualities. Part 
V., on the other hand, under the general 
heading of “ Society and Festivals,’’ 
supplies the details. of the improved 
social conditions, the new refinements of 
outer life among men and women, the 
higher forms of social intercourse, the 
—-s of women, and the many 
rilliant festivals which provided the 
element of gaicty to Italian life at that 
epoch, 
> x - 

Part VI., “ Morality and Religion, ' 
has only five chapters, but is of great 
importance to the formation of a correct 
estimate of the period. To the question, 
‘* What were the soul-currents that corre- 
sponded in the inner man to the external 
life of activity, research and study?’’ there 
must be a sufficient answer. It is here 
given in the particnlars, gathered and 
summarised, concerning the defeats of 
Italian civilisation, both among the 
ordinary people and the cultured, of that 
era, the moralitv, and the extraordinary 
idéas of right and wrong; the daily 
observances of religion; the curious 
mixture of beliefs; the noble instances of 
a profound piety, as well as- the .very 
prevalent indifference to the claims of 
religion. Strangely confradictory as they 
appear, these features: were clearly 
observable in the Italy of the Renaissance 
period. 

We have seldom come across a volume 
that has afforded us so much pleasure to 
inspect, to read, and to review, as this one 
before us, and we offer our congratulations 
to the translator and the publisher on the 
production of such a remarkable book. 
The discerning public will do well to seize 
this opportunity of mekmg itself 
acquainted with a work of first importance 
and interest.

DUBLIN LABOURER’S CLAIM. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

The case of George Kavanagh, labourer, 
of Corporation Buildings, Werburgh street, 
v. Henry Fairbrother, property owner, of 
Lennox street, was heard. ji was a claim 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Act. 
The applicant. had been in the employment 
of the piper tent ‘for thirteen years. In 
the year 1925, while he was cleaning out a 
drain, he slipped, fell into a cellar, and gus- 
tained a severe injury. He was partially 
incapacitated, but was employed in doing 
light work until last June, when the respon- 
dent sold all his property, and told the ap- 
plicant that he had no more work for him. 

Two doctors gave evidence to the effect 
that the applicant was still partially in- 
capacitated. : 

Judge Davitt made an order directing that 
the applicant be paid £1 per week from the 
date of his dismissal. 

Mr. Manus Nunan (instructed by Mr. 
Michael Noyk) appeared for the applicant. 
The respondent was not represented. 


INJURED BY BARREL OF GRAPES. 


The case of James Rafferty, of Brian 
avenue, Marino, Dublin, v. The British and 
Irish Steam Packet Co., Ltd., was listed. 
It was a claim under the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act. The applicant was discharg- 
ing a cargo from the s.s. Lady Longford on 
the 4th October, 1928, when a barrel of 
grapes fell on him, inflicting injuries which 
incapacitated him from work. On the hear- 
ing of the compensation claim on the 9th 
October, 1929, Judge Davitt decided that the 
applicant was suffering from partial incapa- 
city, and allowed him compensation at the 
rate of £1 per week from the date of the 
accident. le expressed the view that he 
should seek some light work, and adjourned’ 
the matter. The applicant had done some 
light work since that time.

| YESTERDAY'S CASES IN THE COURTS 


A DAIL EIREANN LOAN. 


COUNTY KERRY APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

An appeal was opened from a decision of 
Circuit Judge McElligott, in the matter of 
certain moneys subscribed to the internal 
loan of Dail Hirearin—James Clarke, com- 
mission agent, of Ballybunion. Co. Kerry v. 
James Crowley, merchant, of William street, 
Listowel. The plaintiff claimed an account 
of all morieys had and received by the 
defendant on his behalf and for his use, and 
for payment of the amount found due. 
Judge McElligott gave judgment for the 
plaintiff for £160. The defendant appealed, 
Mr. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr, Gearoid 
O’Sullivan (instructed by Mr. H. J. Mar- 
shall) appeared for the appellant, the 
defendant; and Mr. Molony, K.C., and Mr. 
tavan Dnffy, K.C, (instructed by Mr. 
Matthew J. Byrne) for the respondent, the 

plaintiff. 

This, said Mr. FitzGerald, opening the 
appeal, was a matter of great importance 
and seriousness to his client. Although the 
action was, in form, an action in the High 
Court on a summary summons for an 
account, it was, after amendment, on the 
13th July, 1928, turned into an action for 
£160 money had and received. In point of 
fact the action really was a charge against 
his client of being a defaulting trustee, 
because that was what it came to. His 
client had been the representative of North 
Kerrv in the Dail since the first Dail, and 
these moneys were alleged to have got into 
his possession as part of the money sub- 
seribed to the Dail Eireann Loan, 1919-20 
for national purposes. Their lordships would 
see that it was a case that would require 
very close scrutiny, and they would find 
that there was not the slightest evidence or 
mention of the existence of any trust. and 
all that the plaintiff could have shown was 
that a mutual mistake was made with regard 
to the payment over of sums of money which 
might have been his property or not, and if 
ever there was a transaction to which the 
Statute of Limitations should have applied 
His client, in 
North 


capacity as representative of 


first Dail Loan, and he collected and trans- 
ferred to the late Mr. Michael Collins a sum 
of over £9,200 for the purposes of that loan, 
and this was the only transaction, with the 
exception of one small subsidiary transac- 
tion, in which his clients accuracy or 
integrity was called in question. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—His integrity 1s not 
called in question. 

Mr. FitzGerald. describing the machinery 
by which the money was collected, said that 
the plaintiff and defendant both, at the time 
referred to, were gentlemen who were being 
sought for in a very insistent manner by the 
British authorities, and his client had left his 
business in Ballybunion and gone to England. 
The plaintiff was another collector, and ap- 
parently received money in the same way. 
He had a sum of money in his safe which 
he had collected before leaving in April, 
1920. and he left. his business in charge of 
his daughter, Rose Clarke, aged 15 years. 
He said that he wrote to her to hand over 
the money collected for the Republican fund 
to Mr. Crowley, the defendant. ‘The case 
now made was that the plaintiff had in that 
safe a sum of money of his*own amounting 
to £160, which was brought in as part of 
the subscriptions. Counsel submitted that 
the decree of the Circuit Court Judge was 
made contrary to the evidence of the case 
and contrary to the rule of law that he relied 
on. 
Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that it seemed to 
him that the Circuit Judge must have been 
satisfied on the evidence that the defendant 
did not put this money into his own pocket. 
Otherwise he could not have held that he 
acted bona fide. Assuming that he forwarded 
this money with the other moneys that were 
collected to General Collins, then he seemed 
to have done what the plaintiff intended that, 
he should do, and, if the plaintiff had 
suffered, it was by reason of some mistake 
in the accounting. 

Mr. FitzGerald—Some breakdown in the 
machinery. Counsel submitted that if bis 
client had not parted with the trust funds 
knowingly in the sense of wilfully, and had 
not retained them, then he clearly was 
entitled, even if he were an express trustee, 
to the benefit of the Trustee Act, 1889, 
Section 8 of which protected trustees in all 
except three special cases—(1) where they 
were guilty of fraud; (2) where they were 
guilty of converting trust funds to their own 
use, and (5) where they were guilty of having 
connived at a process by which the trust 
funds were diverted to any other use. 

Mr. Molony, opening the case for the re- 
spondent, submitted that there could be no 
controversy that in fact the defendant did 
receive the money from Miss Clarke, and that 
he gave a receipt for it, He did not think 
that, in view of the findings of the judges, 
that could be questioned, and, therefore, the 
whicle of the case turned on the question of 
the capacity in which he received it. It 
secmed to be clear law that if he received it 
upon any trust, and did not apply it for the 
purpose of that trust, then he was a trustee 
who had still retained trust property. Owing 
to the times and the circumstances under 
: place, it was 
quite natural to suppose that Mr. Crowley’s 
retention of the money was entirely in error 
and without a knowledge of the fact of how 
the money came into his possession. 

M r. FitzGerald- mentioned that of ‘the 
£9,200 subscribed only £8,000 had been 
claimed, and there was still a sum of over 
£1,200 available. 

Mr. Molony submitted that the Circuit 
Judge clearly meant by his decision that. Mr. 
Crowley made a mistake in his accounting ; 
that, in the exciting times in which he lived, 
he did not forward this money, and that he 
never realised that he had anybody else’s 
money, 

Counsel had not concladed when the Court 
adjourned until to-day.

SALE OF A FARM,

A WESTERN APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND 
MR. JUSTICE 


Judgment was ered in a Western 
appeal case, in which Patrick Bryce, from 
near Killala, Co. Mayo, had brought. an 
action against Thomas Fleming and Mary 
Gilvarry, of the same place, to set aside the 
sale of Fleming’s farm to Mrs, Galvarry for 

on the ground that the assignment 


£200 
was ‘fraudulent, the object being, the plain- 


tiff contended, to deprive him of the oppor- 
tunity to recover a debt due to him by 
Fleming in respect of costs amounting to 
£84 14s, in a former law suit, in which the 
laintiff sued Fleming for the support of 

leming’s wife, who was a niece of the 
plaintiff, and had to leave her husband on 
account of a matrimonial dispute. Bryce, in 
that matter, got a decree from the Circuit 
Judge for £25, and it was affirmed on 
appeal, with £84 14s. costs against the 
defendant. It was the payment of those 
sums which, Bryce alleged, Fleming was 
endeavouring to evade by selling his farm 
to Mrs. Gilvarry. Judge Power, at the 
Ballina Circuit Court, held that the assign- 
ment was void and ordered it to be delivered 
up for cancellation. The defendants ap- 
pealed from that order. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., and Mr. R. J, Tyrrell 
(instructed by Messrs. Bourke and Carrig) 
appeared for the appellants, and Mr. Den- 
ning, K.C.; Mr. Carson, K.C., and Mr, 
Adamson (instructed by Messrs. Rutledge 
and Corr) for the respondent. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in allowing the 
appeal and dismissing the action with costs, 
said that the assignment referred to the 
lands of Ballybrooney and _ Ballydallagh, 
near Killala, Co. Mayo, which had been 
assigned by Thomas Fleming to Mary 
Gilvarry. In the sale of the lands there was 
no reservation of any kind in favour of the 
vendor, Thomas Fleming, and the price was 
determined as the result of genuine bargain- 
ing, and reflected simply the estimate which 
the parties placed on the value of the lands. 
The assignment was, therefore, unquestion- 
ably for good consideration and Jona fide. 
Bryce at the time, however, was a creditor 
of Fleming to a considerable extent. Judge 
Power was satisfied that Fleming’s intention 
in selling the lands was to divest himself of 
the only property upon which Bryce could 
levy execution, and for that reason the as- 
signment was void. He refused to believe 
the evidence of Mary Gilvarry, that she had 
no notice of Fleming s intention, and held 
that she could not be protected by the 

roviso in favour of bona fide conveyances 
for good consideration without notice. 

After referring to numerous authorities, 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that if a man had 
lands, and could only pay his debts by selling 
those lands, the only honest thing for him to 
do was to sell them. The sale in those cir 
cumstances was no evidence that his intention 
was to defeat his creditors rather than to 
obtain the money to pay his debts. The only 
knowledge that Mrs. Gilvarry had was that 
Fleming probably could not satisfy Bryce’s 
debt without a sale of the lands, and she 
swore that she had no notice of any fraudu- 
lent intention on Fleming s part. If the 
onus lay on the plaintiff to prove that Mary 
Gilvarry had notice of a fraudulent intention 
on Fleming’s part, he certainly had not dis- 
charged that onus. He came to the conclu- 
sion that where a purchase was for valuable 
consideration and bona fide, the Statute did 
not apply to the conveyance at all, unless the 
purchaser was shown to have been privy to 
the vendor’s fraud. Consequently the onus 
was on the plaintiff to show notice, and, as 
that onus had not been discharged, the appeal 
should be allowed, and the action dismissed 
with costs. 

Mr. Justice Johnston concurred. 

An application by Mr. Denning for a certi- 
ficate to appeal against the judgment was 
granted.

When Willis was arrested he denied the 
charge, and Murphy intervened and said: 
“I will answer for him. I told him to take 
the slates, and he brought them here in 
broad daylight.” At Lad Lane Station 
Murphy said: ‘‘The charge is not right, 
There is a lot of stuff in my yard, and I 
cannot tell what jobs some of it came from,” 
He also suggested that the window frames 
should be taken to Adelaide road to see if 
they would fit Mr, Pollaky’s house. 

To Mr. O’Sullivan—Murphy assisted wit- 
ness in the search in every way. 

THE COMPLAINANT'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. F. C. Pollaky, 61 Adelaide road, 
stated that he was a medical student and 
urchased the house in September last, 
Reais were necessary, and he had a con- 
tract with the defendant, Murphy, to carry 
them out. The sum involved in the contract 
was £350, out of which £100 was paid down 
on acceptance and the remainder was to be 
paid when the work was completed. 

To the Justice—He intended to turn tbe 
house into flats. 

Continuing, the witness said that a start 
was made on the work with a plasterer, a 
carpenter, two boys and a messenger, 
(Laughter.) On October órd the men were 
idle for want of material, and then Mr. 
Murphy had to get another £150. After this 
another man was added to the workers.

How were the slates carried away ’?—TI 
believe out through the garage, which was 
not locked. . 

Guard Madden—Who did you see first 
next morning ?—~Willis. 

Did you ask him about the slates ?—I did, 
and I asked him who owned the house— 
he or 1? (Laughter.) 

What did Willis say about the slates ?— 
He said that Murphy told him to take them 
away, I then said: “ Oh, Murphy owns the 
house then.” (Renewed laughter.) 

The Justice~-What was the next step ’—I 
accused Murphy of stealing my slates, and 
he called the nicu off the job. and asked for 
more money. (Laughter.) 

What did you do?—I gave him a cheque 
for £20, so that he would keep the men at 
work, 

In all vou paid him £375 for a £550 con- 
tract ’—There was £25 for an extra. 

Did they ever put slates on the roof ?—Oh, 
no; they plastered up the old ones. 

The witness then gave evidence of the loss 
of lead piping. 

The Justice—What did you do about this? 
I spoke to Mr. Murphy, and he said that. it 
must be the plumber who cut the pipes 
away, and, if I wanted new ones, I could 
get them myself. (Laughter.) 

At this stage the case was remanded for 
a week.

ID it not take the English a matter 

of six hundred years to settle the 

Irish problem? Now, emboldened by their 

success, they propose to settle the Indian 

one. Mubarak ho! (May it be 
auspicious). 

The main trouble is to find anybody 
who, really knowing anything about 
India, will admit his knowledge, and to 
avoid the voluble ignoramuses who profess 
to represent India without knowing 
very much after all. About the worst 
person to consult on an Indian question 
is an Indian himself. He is almost 
certain to be a Hindu, either a Bengali 
or a Southern Indian. As well ask a 
Swede what he knows about Fascismo or 
the Spanish  Dictatorate. Swedes, 
Italians and Spaniards are all undoubted 
Europeans, but they are no further 
apart in speech and customs than the 
Mahrattas of Central India and the Jat 
peasants of the Punjab. For myself, I 
am densely ignorant of the continent 
called India, having only spent six years 
in the Indian Army; so I humbly seek 
enlightenment. 

What does the present British Govern- 
ment propose to do with my friend 
Fazal Tlahi? He is a Jadun Pathan, 
one of the tribe who seem to be about half 
Punjabi. He is net argumentative, 
believing in ‘“‘ pahile lat, pichhe bat 
(hit first and talk afterwards). His 
conscience will allow him to take orders 
from a Christian, since we, too, are 
“ Ahl-i-Kitab’’ (People of the Book), 
but his opinion of Hindu ‘“‘idolaters”’ 
is simply unprintable. I heard it 
once, and thereby enriched my vocabulary 
of Hindu and Punjabi invective. Fazal 
Tlahi wants to Joot the Chandni Chank— 
the Street of Silversmiths—in Delhi. It is 
hard to how a debate in any 
Legislative Assembly is going to stop him 
if he and his pals get going. He has a 
lot of backing; nobody knows how much. 


COLD IRON. 


Of course, the Indian politicians will 
have the aid of modern’ weapons, 
designed to kill (at a safe distance) men 
whom it is highly dangerous to meet at 
close quarters; but even those appliances 
may hot sufiice. When raising a 
European regiment it makes surprisingly 
little difference what job of work a 
recruit followed in civil life. We have 
no Samurai, no strictly military castes. 
A perfectly peaceable’ bank clerk or 
draper can walk into a barrage as stoutly 
as a man whose ancestor served at 
Waterloo. Such is not usually the case 
in India. The Code of Manu divided 
mankind into four castes :— 

Brahman hereditary 
lecislator. 

shattrya—hereditary soldier. 

\ a’shiya—hereditary farmer. 

Sudra—hereditary scavenger. 

The original castes have now a myriad 
sub-divisions, but the main idea still holds 
good. During the Great War necessity 
compelled the Indian Government to 
raise some second-line battalions from 
non-military castes, and every effort was 
made to turn them into genuine warriors. 
The results were disappointing. One of 
the battalions occupied a plateau in the 
Mahsud country, in the campaign of 
1919-1920. The Mahsuds decided to 
regain the plateau by a _ sword-charce. 
Covered by fire from all available tribal 
rifles, a little band of ‘‘ ghazis’’ stormed 
the position, in face of a heavy, but 
panicky, fire. The regulars emptied 
their rifle and Lewis gun magazines at 
random—and forgot to reload. They 
forgot that they had bayonets, and that 
the gallant little band of swordsmen could 
have been crushed by weight of numbers. 
With nothing but cold iron and their own 
stout hearts, the mountain clansmen 
drove that well-armed regiment helter- 
skelter from the plateau. Next day. 
after the main Mahsud ‘‘lashkar’’ had 
occupied the position. it was attacked by 
a regiment of genuine sepoys and re- 
captured, in the teeth of an obstinate 
resistance... The sepoys did the work 
because a British General directed them: 
whether they would have done as mnch for 
Hurri Chunder Mookerji, B.A., is 
another matter entirely. 


ISLAM AND CASTE. 


Another question. What is to be done 
about umbrellas, chairs and swords? 
Even in Dail Eireann—occupied with 
questions which seem of little importance 
to an Englishman—the umbrella problem 
never raises its head. In the Orient 
umbrellas are not matter for joking. The 
King of Siam proudly numbers amongst 
his titles that of ‘‘Lord of 100,000 
Umbrellas,’’ and I have noted that the 
averaye Gurkha soldier insists on being 
lord of at Jeast one. When going on 
leave he always takes an umbrella, and 
that ugly little cutlass called a kukru. 
It is difficult to say which is the more 
essential to his self-respect. To keep ‘up 
an umbrella in the presence of a superior 
ix the very worst of manners, and is, in 
many parts of India keenly resented. 

The etiquette of chairs is even riore 
ecmplex. fhere are people w553 must 
have chairs offered them as a right, people

who may.have chairs thrust under t>em, * 


and people who stand or squat. That 
would complicate matters in any assembly 
which included some crusty old Rajvut 
die-hards. They will not have thair 
privileges Sat upon. 

Hearken to the tale of Subahdar 
Abdullah Khan, 1.D.8.M. His is a 
tribe which does not stand very high in 
the social. scale. Strictly . speaking, 
Moslems do not recognise caste, Islam 
being a democratic religion; but the 
Indian Moslems cannot quite get away 
from Indian prejudices. 

Abdullah started as a recruit, and did 
not presume to add “ Khan ” to his name 
until he had reached the rank of Naik 
(Corporal). His subsequent rise was 
rapid, and merited. Having reached the 
rank of Subahadar (Viceroy’s lieutenant) 
and won the Indian Distinguished Service 
Medal, he retired from the regiment, 
wherein he had few caste-friends, took his 
pension, and became a small farmer, like 
his father before him. 


A SEAT FOR A SWORD. 


One day the Deputy Commissioner paid 
a visit to Abdullah Khan’s village, and 
great preparations were made to receive 
the Government's representative. Chairs 
were provided for all those whose rank 
entitled them to sit in a ruler’s ‘presence, 
and—after some discussion—one was set 
for the old Subahdar. When the Deputy 
Commissioner had opened his Durbar he 
noticed that “ chair was “empty. 
Looking around he saw Abdullah Khan, 
in uniform, standing amongst a group of 
turbanned and blanketted villagers.

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MEETING OF ROYAL 
DUBLIN SOCIETY. 
ey een : 
PROFESSOR . JOLY . ELECTED 


PRESIDENT. 


Professor Jobn Joly, F.R.8., F.,T.C.D., 
was elected President of the Royal Dublin 
Society at a stated general meeting of, the 
Society held yesterday. In accordance with 
the new rules, adopted at the last meeting 
of the Society, he will hold the. office for 
three years. Formerly the President remained 
in office for five years, and was then eligible 
for re-election for a further . 

Mr. Justice Wylie, who- presided, congra- 
tulated Professor Joly on his e to the 
office of President of that old and. famous 
Society, and tulated the on 
its choice. He said that he 
pleasure of being associated, with 
Joly for a good mary years on the several 
councils and committees of the Society, and 
had always found him a straightforward and 
honourable opponent if he was in opposition, 
as he often was. (Laughter.) He was a 
man who stated his point of view always 
with the greatest frankness—a man who, if 
the majority vote was against him, threw 
himself even more whole-heartedly into the 
tasks of the Council than if his own proposi- 
tion had been adopted. (Hear, hear.) He 
was willing always to accept the majority 
decision, and to help the Society as far as 
he could. 

Professor Joly then took the chair amid 


applause. 
A MEMBER SINCE 1881. 

He said that he felt the honour which had 
been conferred on him, more especially when 
he recalled the high qualities of his prede- 
cessors in office. e joined the Society in 
1881, when for the fost time the annual 
Shows were held at-Ballsbridge. Up to that 
time they were held in Kildare street. 

It was typical of ‘the Society that clouded 
skies ever seemed to have heralded brilliant, 
sunshine. So it was recently, when in the 
anguish of bereavement they said good-by 
to Leinster House. Those were clouded 
skies then, but to-day they saw that it was 
for the best. 

It had been said that by far the greater 
part of such good as had been done for Ire- 
land originated in the Royal Dublin Society. 
That was literally true. Many of Ireland's 
most valued institutions had originated Win 
the Society, and one of the latest was the 
Radium Institute. Founded some fourteen 
years ago, it had been instrumental in that 
vrief period in bringing hope to the hopeless 
in many hundreds of cases. A well-known 
Dublin physician had stated in a recent paper 
that within these years he had treated more 
than two theusand cases—‘‘and this, I 
am in a position to state,’’ said Professor 
Joly, “ mainly by the. radium emanation 
which week by week is sent out from our 
Institute. 

'“And here I shall refer to an incident 
which has hitherto remained known to only 
a few. When eviction from Leinster House 
was imminent the difficulty of suspending the 
functions of the Institute pending the requisite 
arrangements for its establishment at Balls- 
bridge weighed heavily upon us. It was by 
the personal interyenion of Mr. Cosgrave 
that interruptiory of om work “at Leinster 
House was withheld till the transfer could Le 
salelv effected.’ 

WELFARE OF THE COUNTRY. 

In conclusion, Professor Joly said that~in 
“ars “mag. the ofhce of President of the Roval 
Dublin Society he hoped that what energies 
he might still have left might be whole- 
heartedly devoted to the work of the Society, 
which was directed to one thing, and one 
thing only—the welfare of their beloved 
country. (Applanse.) 

Canon Stoney, in the course of a tribute, 
said that Professor Joly, whom he had known 
for many years, had done much for Ireland. 
He did good work at the time of the 1e- 
bellion in looking after Trinity College, and 
he had no doubt that he would. do good work 
for the Roya] Dublin Society. 

Messrs, Harry Franks, M.A., F.S.1., and 
Laurence E. Steele, M.A., were elected Vice- 
Presidemta, and Professor Walter Adeney, 
F.h.(.Se.i., F.LC., honorary secretary. The 
Society then proceeded to the election of 
members of the various sections of the 
Council and committees, also members of the 
Council of Trustees of the National Library 
of Ireland and of the Board of Visitors of 
the National Museum of Science and Art, the 
National History Collection and the Royal 
Botanic Gardens.

“The Lakes of Killarney, with 
all the islands of or in the same, and 
the fisheries of the said Lakes, and 
the soil and bottom thereof.’’ 

In later times some of the family estates 
in Ireland were forfeited because of the 
displeasure of King James.

The Earldom of Kenmare was created 
in 1800, and the present holder is the 
fifth of the line. The Viscounty of Ken- 
mare had been in existence since 1689, and 
the Barony of Kenmare in the United 
Kingdom was created in 1856. 

The fourth Earl of Kenmare, father of 
the present holder, was a Knight of St. 
Patrick and Lieutenant and High Sheriff 
for County Kerry. He was Hon. Colonel! 
of the Royal Munster Fusiliers, and for 
some years held the office of Lord 
Chamberlain. For nearly twenty years he 
represented Kerry in Parliament. 

The present Earl, who succeeded in 1905, 
was formerly Master of the Horse to the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and in 1886 
was appointed State Steward. He was 
Hon. Colonel of the 4th Royal Munsters, 
and during the war held the temporary 
rank of Major. He is the President of 
the Kerry Society, and only a few days 
ago he and the Countess entertained the 
members of the Society at their London 
house. 


Carrickfergus Castile. 


Carrickfergus Castle, the interior of 
which is now being restored to some- 
thing like its ancient state, is reckoned 
one of the seven or eight original stone 
castles built in Ulster by the Normans. 
Part of the existing structure is probably 
early thirteenth century, for it was about 
1205 that De Lacy, Earl of Ulster, made 
his stronghold here. Five years later, 
when De Lacy had incurred the Royal 
displeasure, it was besieged and captured 
by King John, and the room in which 
the monarch slept is still pointed out. 
Almost continuously, until a few years 
ago, it was kept as a Royal, castle and 
fort. Edward Bruce captured it in 1316, 
and within its shade William III. landed 
in Ireland in pursuit of James II. 
Nearly a century later the famous Paul 
Jones, founder of the American Navy, 
captured a British ship, the Drake, under 
the Castle’s very walls, and the toll, he 
levied on the then rising town of Belflast 
was the occasion of the establishment’ of 
what are known in history as Grattan’s 
Irish Volunteers. 

The Castle is a rock fortress with a 
donjon still more or less in its original 
form. It is surrounded by a wall on 
which turrets are still to be seen, and it 
has a portcullis, renovated “in modern 
times, and now in working order. The 
drawbridge and ditch have long since dis- 
appeared, but among the 
features are the bowmen’s embrasures 
behind the donjon’s modern windows. 

Carrick itself is a quaint old town that 
was of the first importance before the rise 
of Belfast. It preserves historic memories 
in old street names like Upper Irish 
Quarter, Lower Irish Quarter, and Scotch 
Quarter. The parish church, probably of 
the twelfth century, dedicated to St. 
Nicholas, is one of the most beautiful 
and interesting of ancient ecclesiastical 
buildings in Ulster. And, as the school 
geographies used to have it, “ there are 
salt mines in the neighbourhond.”’

The well-known 
designs of Father Christmas, the robin on 
a snow-covered branch, and the cottage 
with the light shining through the frosted 
window panes are gradually passing away. 
The first change came when people began 
to have their own cards printed, and to 
introduce items of a personal nature, such 
as photographs, into the annual 
remembrance. Then the calendar came into 
vogue, and now we have the small book of 
verse or prose, often specially published 
for the Christmas season. The latter idea 
is likely to supplant the Christmas card 
altogether, by providing a souvenir of 
permanent value at very slight expense. 

The sending of illustrated cards with 
seasonal greetings seems to have originated 
with Sir Henry Cole, the founder of the 
Kensington Museum, during the Exhibi- 
tion of 1851. Some of the early specimens 
must have had considerable artistic merit, 
but I have never yet heard of anyone who 
made a collection of Christmas cards.

“ Lieber Augustin.” 


Anyone who has lived in Germany, even 
for a short time, must be familiar with 
the lilt of the songs that tellsso feelingly of 
the sufferings of Lieber Augustin, though 
it is to Vienna that the little man really 
belonged, and it was there that he sang 
his folk songs, Jong ago. The old story 
tells us that Augustin, who was not dis- 
tinguished by his habits of temperance, 
made his way towards home on a certain 
night in the year 1679, but was un- 
fortunate enough to fall into a plazue pit, 
where he lay asleep until morning, in the 
unsavoury c)inpany of many poor victims 
of the scourge. In the morning he woke 
to very strange surroundings, and, sitting 
up in bewilderment. he composed and sang 
his famous song, with the infections tune 
that was borrowed and slightly altered by 
modern Frothblcewers—a song that told the 
world that he had lost his money and his 
sweetheart, and that everything, in a 
word, was in the soup. 

At a street corner in Vienna a statue of 
the little Augustin still pipes the tune 
noiselessly to those who hurry past. 


Borgia’s Poison Cupboard. 


The recent sale of a cupboard containing 
a hundred secret drawers, which belonged 
to Lucrezia Eorgia, created considerable 
interest in Berlin, I hear. After it had 
left the possession of the Czars, it became 
the property of a Russian diplomat, who 
was forced to offer it for sale owing to 
reduced circumstances. The cupboard 
Is a beautiful example of Italian work- 
manship, and is almost four hundred 
vears old. It is sculptured in ebony, and 
is adorned with gilded bronze statuettes. 
In the centre of the cupboard is an 
elaborate gilded clock. It contains one 
hundred secret ‘drawers, all operated by 
a complicated mechanism. 


Below the Salt. 


Long ago the salt vat of a rich man’s 
table was a very handsome affair, and, 
being placed about the centre of the boar, 
it marked the line of demarcation between 
the ‘high bern and the lowly. and only 
those possessed of b!ue blood dared to 
venture abova it. The salt vat that once 
belonged to Archbishop Parker is still pre- 
served, and is a beautiful vessel of gold 
and silver, with a Jot of fine engraving. 
In the play, ‘‘ Cynthia’s Revels,’’ by Ben 
Jonson, one of the characters is made to 
say that he tales no notice “ of any 5ll- 
dressed person, nor drink to anyone sitting 
below the salt.” In the year 1613, 
someone wrote of the indignities put upon 
the clerical tutor of the squire’s children : 
‘he must sit under the salt; that is an 
axiom in such places.’’ A little later a 
Scottish noble wrote disparagingly of the 
self-made son of an old neighbour, saying 
that this young man came of a family 
who, in visiting the writer's relatives, 
““ never came to sit-above the salt.” 


Be/fast’s Playing Fields. 


The plans for the provision of central 
district playing fields for school-children 
by the Belfast Education Committee were 
disclosed at a meeting of the Belfast 
Elementary», School Sports’ Association 
held recently. It was mentioned that 
next year it is proposed to intro- 
duce hurling, folk-dancing and rhythmic 
exercises, and to make special ar- 
rangements in hockey and football 
for children under eleven years of 
age.

BELFAST’S LORD MAYOR. 


With the approach of the Corporation 
elections, people are already wondering’ 
who will be the Lord Mayor of Belfast 
next year. The term of Sir William 
Coates, both as Mayor and Councillor, 
expires next month, and it was after a 
good deal of persuasion from his colleagues 
that he consented to offer himself for re- therw1 
election. Sir William has been serving = 
the municipality for almost thirty years. i at, 
and he thinks that he should make way 
for younger men; but the Corporation at 
present can ill afford to lose his counsel 
and guidance. i 

For a lengthened period he was Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, and in 
producing his annual budgets he was able 
to show how to effect substantial economies 
in administration. In agreeing to stand 
for the Windsor Ward once more, Sir 
William has made it a condition that, if 
he considers it desirable, he may retire 
altogether at the end of 1930 without ques- 
tion. It is probable that he will be asked 
to act as Lord Mayor for another year, 
and his acceptance would give general 
satisfaction. Under his presidency the 
deliberations of the Council have been 
carried on with efficiency, and much valu- 
able work has been done under difficult 
circumstances. Sir William’s invaluable 
help will be required to steer the new 
Corporation Bill through the stormy waters 
which are threatening its extinction. 
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BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE latest news with regard to the 
Prime Minister of Northern Ireland 
is that he has entered upon his visit to 
Australian cities, following upon the tour 
in New Zealand. Reports to hand state 
that Lord Craigavon is very keen in 
advocating the linen industry, and it is 
said that the result of his visit should be 
to increase trade in that line. Reference 
is also made to agriculture, which 
evidently is thought to be in a flourishing 
condition in the Six Counties. Here 
again hills are green that are afar off. 
Complaints of depression In farming are 
received from all over the province, and 
prospects for improvement are anything 
but favourable. : 
The Ministry of Agriculture cannot lift 
the industry into prosperity, but 1t has 
done much to improve the marketing and 
quality of dairy produce. Through its 
operations—unpopular when first put into 
force—butter and eggs from Northern 
Ireland now command a strong position 
in the British market, and the Dairy 
Produce Bill, at present being considered 
by the Senate, should help on the good 
work. Although the Government cannot 
regenerate the farming industry, 1¢ can 
point the way to better things. It is 
stated that Lord Craigavon in his travels 
is studying the agricultural conditions in 
the Dominions, in the expectation that his 
experience will be useful to Ulstermen, 
and it will be interesting to hear what he 
has to say when he returns to Ireland in 
the beginning of next March. 


JUDGE AND TRAFFIC CONTROL. 


The Road Traffic Bill at present before 
the Northern House of Commons has 
created much interest all over the 
province, and it is hoped that the final 
outcome will be safer conditions for the 
general public. The menace of reck- 
less driving on the streets is a very real 
one. It was recognised at the Derry 
Assizes this week by Mr. Justice Wilson 
when he said that ‘‘a motor is a deadly 
instrument on the King’s highway where 
children are playing.” Another striking 
comment was that “there is no difference 
between firing a rifle down a crowded 
street and driving a motor car recklessly 
down a crowded street.” Motorists must 
be made to think, he added, because half 
of them did not know that they were in 
charge of a deadly weapon. 

The control of the streets requires 
tightening up, and the Government in its 
bill proposes to give the Home Office power 
to make general traffic regulations. This 
has given offence to the Corporation, as 
it will mean an interference with the 
tramways undertaking, which has now 
got over its difficulties and is again a pay- 
ing concern. The setting up of a fares 
tribunal is also condemned by the Council. 
The matter was raised in the Commons 
yesterday, and Sir Dawson Bates, in de- 
fending his position, said that the Corpora- 
tion had been given wide powers, but had 
dillied and dallied until the streets of the 
city were in an appalling condition, which 
had to be remedied by the Ministry. If 
the new authority puts regulations in force 
which will reduce the ghastly toll of 
accidents, no one will lament the Corpora- 
tion’s loss of power. 


GOVERNMENT FROBLEMS. 


The legislation introduced by the 
Socialist Government at Westminster is 
causing a good deal of anxiety to Lord 
Craigavon’s Cabinet, but, as far as pos- 
sible, the ‘‘ step-by-step ”’ licy with 
British legal procedure. will E followed. 
It would be difficult to do otherwise, so 
far as the social services are concerned ; 
therefore, the various schemes of pensions, 
unemployment insurance and so forth 
will be faithfully copied and placed upon 
the Statute Book. In education, how- 
ever, Northern Ireland has made a path 
for itself—whether beneficial or other- 
wise, in the long run, still remains to be 
seen—and it is questionable if it will 
adopt the methods of the British Parlia- 
ment in this respect. 

On Tuesday a deputation representing 
various Labour interests waited upon 
Lord Charlemont, Minister of Education, 
and submitted a proposal that the age 
for children leaving school should be 
raised to fifteen years, in consonance with 
the scheme of the Socialist Administra- 
tion. It was urged that the additional 
year at school would give better oppor- 
tunities for character-building and pro- 
vide fuller facilities for educating the 
children of the working classes. Lord 
Charlemont said that there were many diffi- 
culties in the way, but promised that the 
matter would be laid before the Govern- 
ment.

The 
Greatness of the Bible has been the fuel 
of its. enemies. The direct attack of 
Winwood Reade in “‘ The Martyrdom of 


brilliant cynicism ot 


Anatole France—to quote only two in- 


ingless without that 


great structure which provides them with 
their meretricious glitter, while it exposes 


heir facile blasphemy. 


Socrates, if he were alive to-day, would be 
the first to admit that the Johannine writ- 
ings are the fulfilment and apothcosis of 
his own tentative philosophy. 

We live in an age of mental exhaustion. 
Victorian smugness, which conned the 


justification of its own 


arrogance, has yielded to a critical attitude 


that. many modern 


intolerable philosophy of materialism 
is struggling back to sanity. In this 
welter the Bible stands foursquare and 
yunaltered, with the eternal message which 
those “who run may read.” Already 
its work is beginning to be manifest on 
every side. Modern literature, modern 
drama and modern thought for the first 
time in the history of mankind are united 
in a determination to make future wars 
impossible. The nations to-day are so many 
loose ends, while their citizens, honey- 
combed by diverse fads,. at present can 
understand the Bible only when it is 
‘potted’ and “dished up” by some 
gifted individual who has ‘acquired a 
partial knowledge of its meaning. Yet 
the common point of contact remains, and 
the translation of this or that play cr 
novel imto another tongue is another 
triumph ‘for the Book which is read in 
six hundred and twenty-three languages. 

In recent years the Bible has found a 
new enemy; for the Modernists have 
sought to juggle with its teachings till 
they shall become less inconvenient to 
human pride, Scorn has been poured on 
miracles, and the simple faith which for 
centuries has heen the stay of millions in 
their hour of need has been described as 
a foolish superstition. This ‘‘ intolerable 
fury and proud fit ” has invaded episcopal 
ranks, and ‘there are those who, in 
the intensity of their desire to purge 
their flocks of any belief in “ magic,’’ 
try to reduce the Logos to the level of 
cne of LEuclid’s propositions... Fortu- 
nately, there is no need to fear. The Word 
of God is sufficiently ample to embrace 
all scientific discoveries and develop- 
ments of human thought as they arise, 
and to make them its own. Indeed, it will 
ont-modernise the Modemist.. When the 
theories that to-day thrill the disputatious 
are as much out of date as the Phliogiston 
theory of fire, the Bible will remain to 
combat new excrescences and slowly to 
shape wayward man to fit the increasing 
purpose. Still is will be found in humble 
cottages and will be the source of the 
grandest works of secular writers, who 
here and there may adapt a theme to a 
facet of contemporary life, but can have 
nothing new to say. The Bible not only 
has said it all, but has clothed the great 
message in a language and style that for 
ever will be unequalled.

Italy and the Vatican. 

Nearly seventy years ago King Victor 
Emmanuel IT. of Sardinia was proclaimed 
King of Italy. Nearly sixty years ago 
his troops marched into Rome, and the 
effective union of Italy was accomplished. 
“ Lift up your head, Father Dante,”’ cried 
the poet, “we have an Italy ''; yet still 
two flaws remained in the contentment of 
the Italian nation. There were territories 
in the North, peopled by folk of the 
Italian blood and speech, which were not 
embraced: by Italy until the Great War, 
when that overthrow of the Austrian 
Empire which the Risorgimento began was 
completed. Furthermore, the Popes never 
ceased to protest against the seizure of 
their temporal realm, 
allegiance denied to the unitary “State 
support of whole-hearted popular 
patriotism. Not until the Fascist revolu- 
tion liberated the governors of Italy from 
the jealous. control of democracy was 
peace made with the Vatican by the re- 
storation of a portion of the old Papal 
territory to the sovereign possession of 
the Holy See. Only yesterday was this 
peace signalised by the Papal reception 
of the King of united Italy. To the 
Vatican City King Victor Emmanuel III, 
and his Queen drove in regal state. 
There they were received with that. loity 
the Vatican is past 
quarrel was ended. 
doubted that the 
moment great joy to 
both the protagonists. A recently pub- 
lished life of the late Queen Mother, that 
Margherita of Savoy, whose life story is 
the story of modern Italy, reveals how 
estrangement afflicted the Royal 
House. The Popes, on the other hand, 
successively have extended their private 
favours to the Italian Kings. It is 
permissible to wonder what exchange 
took place during the private con- 
versation between Pope and King yester- 
day. The King hardly could fail to 
‘remember that the Pontiff whose ring 
he had kissed was formerly one of 
his subjects. Pius XI., perhaps, recalled 
how Achille Ratti was born in Desio, a 
town of Lombardy, two years before the 
Austrians were driven out of that 
province, and four years before an Italian 
Kingdom was proclaimed by the present 
King’s grandfather. There need be little 
fear that any Italian Government of the 
future will seek to recapture the little 
territory over which the Papa-Re. now 
rules; for even the most anti-clerical of 
politicians would be slow to re-open a 
quarrel that would bring upon them the 
other lands. 
The concordat which regulates the contact 
of State and Church in Italy is less secure 
against violation. Only this week the 
Pope has been constrained to protest 
against Fascist interference with the re- 
ligious Press. The happy relations be- 
tween the monarchy and the Papacy may 
signify that the essential Italy desires 
that lasting peace between temporal and 
spiritual authorities which many utter- 
ances of the Duce have menaced. 
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Winter’s Entry, 


November departed... dismally . and 
December has entered furiously. On 
Wednesday night and throughout yester- 
day’s morning hours these islands were 
swept by a heavy gale, which in some 
parts of south-western England reached a 
velocity of ninety miles an hour. To-day 
we print reports of the storm’s ravages. 
Save for one incident, we could have con- 
gratulated ourselves on Ireland's freedom 
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from serious loss. Buildings have suffered | 
-damage in many parts of the country, and 
telegraphic communications have 

interrupted. Yesterday there was some 
anxiety—now happily relieved—for ships 
overdue on paséages between Dublin and 
cross-Channel ports. These yessels and 
coastal shipping offered. successful defiance 
toa storm which was dangerous not merely 
because it was fierce, but because 16 came 
suddenly, and was almost instantly at its 
full height. In such circumstances we 
might have expected a sad toll of loss 
among fishing craft. In fact, it has been 
limited to a single boat, but the blow is 
not the less devastating for. the village of 
Loughshinny, near Skerries, from whose 
small population the storm has snatched 
three members. The three fishermen, over- 
taken by high wind and angry waves, 
made a gallant fight for life; but their 
small boat could not resist the gale and 
they were drowned within sight of their 
homes. Many calamities are reported 
from the southern coasts of England. In: 
the worst fury of the storm a steamer 
capsized near Land’s End, and it is feared 
that fifteen out of her crew of twenty have 
perished. Other vessels were driven ashore 
and are still in danger; and the lifeboat 
service, with its splendid tradition of 
promptitude, has answered a hundred 
signals of distress. The storm wrought 
havoc with England’s telephones, and to 
the consequent isolation of many cities 
and large towns it has added the dis- 
comforts of shattered roofs, tree-strewn 
thoroughfares and extensive floods. 
Hitherto, as we must admit, the weather 
experts’ grimly unanimous. predictions of 
a severe winter have been fulfilled. 


Pedigree Grass. 


To the townsman a primrose by the 
river's brim is but a simple primrose ; 
and grass is grass. He supposes that the 
herb of the field always is the same 
growth; he knows nothing of the 
differences. between the grass which makes 
good pasture and the grass which. is the 
farmer's bane. Only in winter time, 
when a field of good pasture is-a sheet of 
rich emerald hue while a neighbouring 
field of scutch grass is a wilderness of 
brown tussocks, can he be taught that 
there are grasses and grasses, The 
grazier, however, little realises what 
subtlety of breed is known to the 
scientific expert in pasture. For ten 
years—as a correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian relates—men of: 
science have been toiling, at the Welsh 
Plant Breeding Station in the hills above 
Aberystwyth, in the endeavour to produce 
stocks of grass and clover which some 
day will double the yield of the meadows. 
From all parts of the world the seeds of 
grasses and clovers were assembled, and 
from these it was sought to breed new 
strains of unprecedented fertility. It 
was necessary to transfer microscopic 
grains of pollen from one minute flower 
to another. Pedigrees were developed 
which yielded seed that gives larger 
leaves than the leaves of the grasses that 
we know, and a higher proportion of 
succulence to the woody and distasteful 
stem. The pedigree grasses last longer 
than baser breeds and withstand heavier 
trampling. Parcels have been despatched 
to Australia, New Zealand, Canada, Natal 
and Tasmania, there to be tested in 
different climatic conditions. The ques- 
tion which remains to be decided by 
experiment at home and overseas 1s 
whether the noble seed will retain its 
characteristics after a few seasons— 
whether it will reproduce its kind or will 
revert to the type of its less worthy 
ancestors.

The Speaker 
brushed the recuest aside with a few 
courteous words, but the House was high!y 
amused at Miss Bondficld’s failure to “ie.

employed were not confined to periods 
when Labour was in power. 


Labour Members in Revolt. 


The attitude of the Clydeside extremists 
and the other rebel members of the Labour 
Party is causing some little perturbation 
in Government circles; for the party 
leaders do not know how they can deal 
effectively with the offenders. The party 
Whip can be withdrawn fromm them, and 
this would mean expulsion ; but in such an 
event the extremists immediately won!d 
form a party oí. their own, and would 
become a greater thorn in the flesh of the 
Government than at present. It is the 
hope of the Gcvernment, however, that 
once the Wnemployment Insurance Bl 
is through the House of Commons, tis 
extremists will return to their allegiance 
and will cease to worry the Governinent 
by voting in the wrong Lobby. There 
will be a meeting of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party next Tuesday, and it 1s 
likely to be one of the most exciting in 
the history of the movement. 


The Gale in London. 


London rocked in the gale and heavy 
rain last night, and the streets were 
sprinkled with tiles, slates and wreckace 
this morning when daylight brought relref 
to many nervous and sleepless house- 
holders. From all sides come stories of 
damage, light or heavy, but fortunately 
there appears to have been no Joss of life. 
The suburban lines in many cases were 
affected by the flooding of cuttings, and 
some train services were stopped altogether 
in South London. A. fair which had 
opened yesterday in a huge field at 
Bellingham was flooded during the night, 
and when the dwellers in the carava"s 
awoke they found themselves marooned in 
three feet of water, while the heads of 
the horses on the roundabouts were just 
visible. Scores of windows in big shops 
have been blown out, and telegraph and 
telephone lines are down in all directions. 


The Modern Athens. 


Mr. R. W. Livingstone, Vice-Chan- 
‘cellor of Queen’s University, Belfast, was 
the guest of honour at the luncheon of the 
Ulster Association in London at the Hote! 
Cecil to-day. Mr. Livingstone rather sur- 
prised some of his listeners by depicting 
the Ulster of the future as the successor 
to Athens, Florence and Venice oí the 
past. Ulster had the greatest opportun'- 
ties of any area in the British Isles. She 
had as good human material as existed 
anywhere in the world—level-headec, 
practical, slow to adopt anything, but 
never dropping what it had adopted. 
Intellectually, the Ulster man was a type 
which ran to mathematics and law. There 
was no reason why Ulster should not be 
like those small States—eminent 
commerce and industry, and also eminent 
in the ways which left a permanent marx 
on the world.

After eight days’ 
hearing in May, Lord Younger’s sudden 
death cancelled the proceedings of that 
Committee before the hearing was con- 
cluded. Meanwhile three-fifths of the 
original scheme have been eliminated, al 
that before the Committee during this wes 
and last was for the impounding of th» 
waters of the River Affric and some othe" 
streams, and the estimated cost was put 
at one and three-quarter millions. From 
the proposed station two hundred ani 
fifty-five million units per annum were to 
be generated, of which fifty-five millions 
were to be for local supplies in counties 
in the North Midlands of Scotland.

“grid” for distribution by’ the Centra! 
Electricity Board.

FIVE MEN RESCUED. 
The Rodney Steam Ship Company, of 


Newcastle, owners of the Alice Marie, 
stated last night that the only news of 
the rescue which they had received was a

radio message from the captain. 
said: “‘ Proceeding to Falmouth with five 
survivors of the Frances Duncan, which 
foundered off Land’s End at noon to- 
day.’ The Alice Marie, which was on a 
voyage to Norway, left Barry Dock on 
Wednesday morning. 

A man living near the scene told a 
reporter that the doomed vessel was 
struck by a great wave which broke over 
Carnbrae Rock and struck the. vessel 
amidships. 

“The wave appears to have turned her 
over like an egg-shell. She sank in full 
view of the shore, and members of the 
crew could be seen tossed about by the 
gigantic seas, 

‘The Alice Marie was seen rushing to 
the help of the Frances Duncan, and the 
group of people on the shore watched 
breathlessly while the efforts at rescue 
were made. The Alice Marie cruised a 
wide area; and it was impossible to see 
whether any of the men had been 
picked up. 

It was a scene of intense drama. The 
watchers on the shore were themselves 
almost swept away by the terrific wind, 
and they wagched helplessly while the 
steamer bravely fought the gale in her 
rea to save the crew of the sunken 
ship. 

Wreckage was washed on to the beach 
at Sennen during the evening, and life- 
boatmen with storm lanterns searched for 
the bodies of the crew. The gale was 
still raging last night. 

A message from the Alicé Marie was re- 
ceived from Falmouth Jast night, stating 
that the master of the Frances Duncan, 
the second mate, the wireless operator, and 
a fireman, Ali Mahomed, had been picked 
up.

_ The value of trade with other countries, 
in the case of the United States of 
America, has increased markedly. From 
January to.October, 1929, the value of 
imports was £4,023,094, as compared with 
£3,148,130 in the corresponding ten 
months’ period of 1928, while exports rose 
from £246,739 last year to £697,697 this 
year. Imports from Argentina show a 
decrease from £2,404,538 in 1928 to 
£2,109,293 in this year’s ten months’ 
period. Exports to Argentina have in- 
creased. from £3,956 to £19,738. Imports 
from Germany, which amount to 
£1,549,074, show a slight decline, while 
exports have increased. There is a sharp 
decline of imports from Canada, For the 
1928 period the amount was £939,535 ; this 
year it is £661,995. There is an increase 
in exports. From Australia imports ;n- 
creased from £146,824 to £359,304, and 
the exports have gone up from £11,867 to 
£73,197. There has been an  extra- 
ordinary increase in the export trade to 
Italy. In the 1928 period exports 
amounted to £4,046. They rose in 1929 
to £129,229. Imports from Italy also 
show an increase from £53,195 to £77,467. 
In the case of Russia there has also been 
a remarkable improvement in exports. 
For the 1928 period they totalled £1,945 ; 
for the corresponding ten months of 1929 
they are £124,926, the balance of trade 
being notable in the fact that imports 
only amount to £25,296. Imports from 
countries not named amounted to £26,060, 
and exports to £156,726.

THE QUESTION OF NATIONALISB.. 


Again Fascism is intensely nationalistic ; 
the Church, the great organ of an inter- 
national religion, has ever been the enemy 
of extreme nationalism. These are funda- 
mental differences, ethical and political, 
that it will be difficult to reconcile. But 
the Concordat is not the Treaty. 
cordat usually engenders periodic friction, 
and in the special circumstances of Fascist 
Italy there will be many occasions when 
only the greatest good-will can ensure 
smooth working; but whether the Con- 
cordat is to be carried out smoothly or not, 
the main resalt of the settlement must 
endure, - Disputes over education, or the 
part which the Church is to play in ‘the 
iifé of the Italian people, cannot revive 
the “ Roman questicn,’’ that is closed hy 
the Treaty. What Victor Emmanuel II. 
and his «dvisers, and his and their 
successors, could not do before, has been 


done by the Fascist. Government in 
the days cf his grandson. It is 
‘improbable that any Liberal Govern- 
ment, necessarily drawing support 


from the anti-clerical ranks, could have 
ended the dispute and relieved Italy of a 
problem that inflicted upon the consciences 
of many of her citizens the pain of having 
to choose between two loyalties. 

Italy owes an immense debt to the Duce 
for his boldness and resource, and 
Gatholicism should -be no. less indebted 
to Pius XI. The King went to the 
Vatican yesterday with the fitting, though 
simple, ceremony of one Sovereign visiting 
another. That was the outward sign of 
the political reconciliation of the State 
and the Holy See. He also went as a son 
of the Church, and as such he was person- 
ally reconciled to its head.

INSURANCE BILL. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 
IN COMMITTEE.

One of the most contentious clauses—that 
which deals with the ‘‘ genuinely-seeking- 
work’’ provision—was considered when the 
Committee stage of the Unemployment In- 
surance Bill was resumed in the House of 
Commons this afternoon. 

Mr. Hayday moved an amendment to pro- 
vide that a man should not be disqualified 
if he satisfied the condition’ that ‘he had not 
ref a proffered job. 

Mr. F. K. Griffith agreed that the words 
of the clause as they stood might have a very 
mischievous effect. On the seore .of sim- 
plicity alone he supported the amendment, 
Miss Bondfield said that the clause had 
been gravely misunderstood. It abolished 
the old “ not genuinely-seeking-work clause,” 
and put in its stead the offer of a job. 
Sir Herbert Samuel was inclined to agree 
that the genuinely-seeking-work clause had 
hitherto been used in such a way as to cause 
hardship. He suggested, for the considera- 
tion of the Attorney-General, the words: 
“If on a claim for benefit it is shown that 
the claimant, having heen notified. that a 
specific situation in any employment, being 
employment which is suitable in his case, 
was, or was about to become; vacant, and 
did not, without reasonable excuse, apply 
for the situation, or refused to accept it 
when offered, he should be disqualified from 
receiving benefit."’ 

Sir William Jowitt said that the intention 
of the draftsman was to reproduce, in ap- 
propriate language, the principle of the 
amendment moved by Mr. Hayday: He, 
however. agreed that the suggestion made 
by Sir Herbert Samuel was an improvement, 
and the clause might be redrafted on those 


lines between now and the report stage.

END OF FIFTY-NINE 
YEARS’ FEUD. .

From Revuter’s CorRESPONDENT. 
ROME,. Thursday: 

The fifty-nine years’ feud between the 
Papacy and the Kingdom’ of Italy was 
finally closed to-day, when King Victor 
Emmanuel and Queen Helena officially 
visited the Vatican and knelt before the 
Pope. 

The King was accompanied .by Signor 
Grandi, Minister of Foreign Affairs; 
Count de Vecchi, Italian Ambassador to 
the Holy See, and his military and civil 
households. i 

The Queen and her Ladies-in-W aiting 
were dressed in white satin, and wore 
white veils. 

The Royal party drove from the Palace 
of the Quirinal to the Castle of Sant 
Angelo in a closed car without any 
formality. There were no troops to line 
the route, and no displays of flags or 
streamers. So unostentatious was the drive 


uhnoticed. 

When the Castle of Sant Angelo was 
reached the visit became official, From 
this point the short distance to St. Peter’s 
was lined with troops, and was gay with 
flags and bunting. 


IN PAPAL TERRITORY. 

The square of St. Peter’s had been 
cleared of spectators, and the Royal cortege 
entered the territory of the Vatican City 
from the Arch of the Bells, so called 
because it stands below the belfry on the 
left-hand side. of St. Peter’s Basilica. 

The Sovereigns were welcomed by 
Commendatore Serafini, Governor of the 
Vatican €tty, and Marquis Pacelh; who 


took a prominent part in the gegotiations 
for conciliation between Church and State. 
Meanwhile a company of Swiss * Guards 


rendered military honours, and buglers of 
the Papal gendarmes announced through- 
out the small kingdom that the King of 
United Italy had stepped on to the terri- 
torv of the newly-created State. 


Commendatore Serafini, in receiving the 
Royal visitors, said:—I have the very 
high honour to give Your Majesties, in 
the’ name of my august Sovereign, a 


welcome to the frontier of the new State. 
Your visit sets a crown on the happy 


future.

Cardinal Gasparri, wearing the 
purple, awaited them in the ante-chamber 
of his apartments and took them into a 
room in which the portrait of the Pope 
hangs under a canopy, and in the centre 
of which is the oblong table for the 
meetings of the Congregations. presided 
over by the Secretary of State. 

The Cardinal was accompanied by Mon- 

signor Ottaciani, his assistant, and by 
various other prelates. He was left alone 
with his visitors, and after twenty-five 
minutes’ conversation the Sovereigns and 
their suite descended into the Basilica oí 
St. Peter’s. They went through the 
Ducal and Royal Halls, and, on entering 
the Basilica, were met by Cardinal Merry 
del Val and the entire Chapter. The 
Cardinal offered his guests, holy. water, 
and then took them to the tomb of the 
Apostle, where they - knelt: and’. praved. 
Finally he accompanied ‘them to the door 
of the immense church, where the Royal 
cars were waiting.

EXPERIMENTS IN FEEDING. 


Mr, D. A. Humphrey, A.R.C.8c:I., In- 
structor in Agriculture, Co. Kilkenny, gave 
the results of some experiments intended to 
demonstrate the value of barley for fattening 
pigs in districts where barley is not. usually 
used for pig feeding.

The Press Association learns that the pro- 
posed revision of the Grand National Steeple- 
chase conditions—chiefly with the idea of 
keeping the field of competitors within rea- 
sonable dimensions—has not received the 
assent of the Stewards of the National Hunt 
Committee. 

The local Stewards—The Ear] of Sefton, 
Lord Londesborough, and Sir William Bass— 
were then approached for permission to 
raise the minimum weight from 10st. to 10st. 
7lb.; but as there was a difference of opinion 
the conditions of next year’s race will re- 
main the same as for this year, with the 
exception that the entrance fee is raised 
from £5 to £10. 

The segond horse will receive £800 instead 

of £700, the third £500 instead of i 
and the fourth £200 instead of £150. It is 
expected, however, that there will be c]tera. 
tions in the general conditions of the race 
for 1931. 
_ The rejected conditions included a qualify- 
ing clause, which would have restricted the 
entriec to horses that had been placed first, 
second, third, or fourth in steeplechases ot 
three miles and upwards, value £200 to the 
winner, or in steeplechases of any distance 
at, Liverpool, or winners of any steeplechuse 
value £500—selling races in every case ex- 
cepted. 

The demand for the altered conditions arose 
out of the feeling that the number of run- 
ners was becoming so numerous that the race 
threatened to be spoilt. In this year’s race, 
for instance, there were 66 runners, of which 
only 9 finished. 

The weights for next year’s Grand 
National will be published on January 23rd. 
For horses left in after January 28th £50 
extra is payable, an additional £25 if left in 
after March 11th, and £15 extra for starters. 
£5,000—including a trophy value £200—is 
added to the stakes. 


The weather conditions at many of the

Followers enjoyed an excellent day’s sport 
on Monday from Glantane. Finding imme- 
diately in Aldworth’s glen, hounds ran a 
right-handed ring, and, just touching the end 
of the glen again, hunted on over the road 
towards Lackandarragh, but turning left- 
handed they fairly raced to Shanavoher. 
Their fox was viewed away from here just 
in front of hounds, and running on up the 
mountain for Knoekavaddre they turned 
sharp right-handed and ran back into the 
covert. The time up to this had been one 
hour and ten minntes. Unluckily, on leaving 
Shanavoher a second time the fox was chased 
by a sheepdog, and after this the pack could 
never really settle down to hunt; they made 
the line good back into Aldworth’s, where 
scent failed completely, after an excellent 
hunt of two hours... Weather conditions now 
became very bad, and in a fearful hailstorm 
hounds found in Mr. John O'Connor 's ring 
gorse. near Nursetown, but could only 
“walk” after him for about a mile, when 
home was the order 

Tuesday last, at Miltown Cross, found Tom 
Codgebrook still hunting hounds, the Master 
having not yet recovered from the nasty spill 
he had ea the previous Thursday. A brace 
were quickly on foot iú Barnagh, and going 
away as if for Ardglass the hunted fox 
turned right-handed as though for Ross, but 
swinging right again by Shandrum House. 
over the road, and finally ran hounds out of 
scent just above Gortskagh House. Barnagh 
failed to respond when called on a second 
time, but Ardglass held, this fox, however, 
only going as far as Barnagh before getting 
to ground. <A long jog followed back to 
Ardagh. where again a brace were soon on 
foot. Pushing one of these out into the open. 
he pointed for Ardelass, but turning right- 
handed down the hill crossed the road, passed 
Moygne House, and along the river bank 
into Altamire. Leaving this covert again 
exactly where he entered it, he ran a smal] 
left-handed ring ,before coming hack. but 
this time going straight throuch the covert 
and the road, leaving Altamire Hovse 
on the right, back into Ard; gh, where he 
was left.

TIPPERARY HOUNDS. 


GOOD SPORT. 


; FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 

The Tipperary .Hounds are having a 
remarkably successful season, and brilliant 
runs occur weekly. We have a born hunts- 
man in our popular M.F.H., Sir’ 7. 
Ainsworth, who fies proved himself an expert 
in getting over very difficult country. 
Among our good runs I must give prominence 
to one Jately from our once famous cover, 
Grawnacole, which, after a lapse of some 
years, has _— approached its old form. 
This was a fast twenty-five minutes to the 
Munster River, in County Kilkenny, and 
was followed by a great hunting run from 
Kyle—one and a half hours. From Grawna- 
cole hounds can run a straight nine-mile 
point east towards Kilkenny without. meet- 
ing a ploughed field, main road, wire fence 
or village. With an east wind they often 
run their best over that lovely country. 

Many years ago, in Mr. Burke’s time, 1 
counted eighty-two followers at Ballingarry 
Bridge. Our first draw on that occaston was 
Grawnacole, where a well-known fox was 
nara away, and the big dog pack, with a 

urning scent, raced him over Faranrory 
Hill towards Ballykeeffe Wood, and, crossing 
the Munster River at a fast pace, they lost 
him near Tallyhoo Wood. There was not 
the semblance of a check in this twelve 
miles in thirty minutes. Only six finished, 
including our indomitable Master, and 
riding Newtown, the best he ever owned. ne 
was never headed. The rest of the field 
hever saw hounds again that day. Eleven 
officers of the 10th Hussars, who were then 
stationed at Fethard and Cahir, were out, 
and I saw seven of their horses running 
loose in one field, where they galloped round 
and formed in the centre as if on parade. 

Perhaps, I should not make comparisons; 
but, having hunted in the best parts of Eng: 
land for eight seasons, I never saw anything 
to equal that run, and I doubt if they have 
many foxes as good as ours, which are often 
the survival of the fattest. and I have seen 
a few which hounds could never catch. This 
famous fox had a sad end. The Tipperary 
Hounds ran him hard to Ballykeeffe Wood 
on a Thursday, and Sir Harry Langrisne 
drew it on a Friday, and told me he saw 
our great fpx leaving the wood and the 
Kilkenny Hounds rolled him over within a 
few fields. For the rest of that season we 
did little at Grawnacule.

FLAMINGO'’S DAM 


MAKES 9,200 GUINEAS, 
a : 


4,000 GUINEAS FOR A FOAL, 


The decline in prices of bloods 
evidenced by the decrease of £190,000 i the 
first three days’ receipts at Newmarket this 
week compared with the corresponding period 
last year, is not ony explained, and may be 
due to a variety of causes. A prominent 
breeder gave it as his opinion that it would 
be an exaggeration to describe the falling off 
in prices as a “‘slump’’; it would be more 
correct, he said, to term it a reversion to the 
normal, and added that he was firmly con- 
vinced that the days of extravagant values 
for bloodstock were over. The decline in 
prices has been most marked amoug the brood 
mares, but the foals and horses in training 
have so far realised fair values. 

_ The conditions when the sales were resumed 
at Park Paddocks yesterday were dismal in 
the extreme, heavy rain being accompanied 
by a wind that at times reached gale force. 
There was little animation about the pro- 
ceedings early in the morning, and the best 
wice for some time was 350 guineas for the 
filly foal by Hurstwood—Lady Ethel. Cap- 
tain J. G. R. Homfray’s brood mares and 
foals did not realise mach money. French 
Kiss, a well-remembered sprinter of a year or 
two back, was easily the best of the batch 
and Captain se Chester secured her at 
1,200 guineas. The total for the 21 lots was 
onl: 4.573 go 

Mr. and Mrs. Sofer Whitburn's mares and 
fijlies were the big attraction of the day. 
Jennie Deans, one of the fastest juveniles of 
her day, attracted keen bidding before bein 
knocked down to the Compton Stud at 8 
guineas. This mare has been covered by 
Colorado. The former Manton trainer, A. 
Taylor, paid 3,500 guineas for Alimony, and 
Sabine made 4,000 guineas, the purchaser 
being Mr. Scroop. Missal, the dam of 
Abelard, and covered by Warden of the 
Marches, was sold to Captain Wills at 2,300 
guineas, and the Anak 
Ageucy went to 1,000 guineas to get the 
foal by Warden of iden Marthes oot of Saint 
Joan. This foal is a half-sister to this vear’s 
Canibridgeshire winner, Double Life, and may 
turn out a ae. Bory Saint Joan herself was 
passed out unsold at 1,750 guineas. Altogether 
the Petwick Stud draft realised 28,000 guineas 
for twenty lots, an average of 1,400 guineas. 
From Lord Glanely’s Jot High Thoughts, a 
mare with -good racing blood in her veins, 
went to the Stockbridge trainer, Mr. H. 8. 
Persse, at 500 guineas. She is covered by 
Pommern. í 

[he Pretty Polly strain is pronounced in 
most of Tneutenant-Colonel Giles Loder s 
mares. Kopje and Queen Philippa come in 
this category, and the former realised 3,300 
cuineas to the bid of the Office Du Pur Sang 
and the other guineas to Major Lloyd. 
jvopje. who is covered by Apelle, is destined 
for France. The Anglo-Irish Bloodstoci 
‘Agency took Bright Maid at 420 guineas 

The distinction of realismg the top price so 
far of the sales fell to the Worksop Manor 
Stud, owned by the late Sir John ” ho 
[he mare concerned was Lady Peregrine, by 
White Eagle out of Lisma. . ‘She is the dam 
of the Two Thousand Guineas winner. 
Flamingo, and Horus, and it was not until 
after a sharp tussle with other prospective 
buyers that Sir Laurence Philipps secured pos. 
session of her at 9,200 guineas. 2 

For Miss Matty, the dam of the Derby 
winner, Pupyrus, and also of Great Star, who 
is now at the stud in Australia, and Bold 
Archer, the winner of the Gimcrack at York 
the British Bloodstock Agency had to go to 
4.100 guineas. She will probably remain in 
England. The other best sellers from the 
Worksop Manor Stud were Acantha. a 
Tracery mare out of Oenone, and a half-sister 
to Corporal Nym; her colt foal by Bold 
Archer, and Polite, a mare of nice quality, 
covered by Black Gauntlet. The aggregain 
realised for the draft from Worksop Manor 
was 28,780 guineas, an average of close on 
758 guineas. 

Gang Warily has been rather a disappoint- 
ment on the flat, and he was now ut in at 
800 guineas, but the bidding hung fire a bit 
after the four-figure mark was obtained, and 
the colt was led out unsold at 1,350 guineas. 

Ox and Ass, who won both the Welsh 
Derby and the Welsh St. Leger, failed to 
reach his reserve. There were several buyers 
after him, but they had all finished at 400 
guineas, and at this figure the colt was 
withdrawn. The Epsom trainer, Mr. J. Bell, 

gave 1,900 guineas for Hippona, a half-sister 
to English Fare. 

Major D. McCalmont disposed of Fore- 
quarter to the Newmarket trainer, Mr. Basil 
Jarvis, at 1,500 guineas. This five-year-old 
mare 18 an own sister to Sicyphus, and is 
covered by Bachelor’s Double... The well- 
known two-year-old, What’ll You Have, 
jailed to reach her reserve, being passed out 
at 570 guineas. 

Lord Woolavington’s mares realised fair 
prices. Pamphilla was sold to the British 
Bloodstock Agency at 1,500 guineas, She is 
a light grey mare by Tetratema, and has 
been covered by Gay Crusader. Coronach’s 
own sister, Miss Marget, went to Mr. J. 
Sharples at the low figure of 110 guineas. 
She has, however, not had a foal in the past 
five years, and this, no doubt, explained why 
buyers were shy of bidding for her. 

The remaining lots on the catalogue did 
not fetch a great deal of money, and the 
day s total amounted to 96,846 guineas. On 
the corresponding day last year the aggre- 
gate was 75,965 guineas, and thus, for the 
first time this week, an increase was re- 
ported. The total deficit, however, is 
170,000 guineas compared with the first four 
days of last year’s sale.

EXPANSION OF BRITISH 


SUGAR REFINING INDUSTRY. 
| —— 
BENEFITS FOR CONS UMERS. 


———— 


The twenty-seventh annaal ordinary 
general meeting of Tate and Lyle, Ltd., was 
held yesterday at the Cannon Street Hotel, 
London, E.C., Sir Reggie W. Tate, bt. 
the President), in the chair. 

The swim] (Mr. Charles R. Hutchinson) 
having read the notice convening the meet. 
ing and the report of the auditors, 

e President said:—Gentlemen, before 
dealing with the actual result of our own 
refineries, I should like to make a few general 
remarks concerning the refininy industry as 
a whole, i 

During the seventeen months following the 
Budget of 1928 the refining industry in this 
country has been able to expand to such en 
extent that it is now able not only to take 
care of the whcle of the countrys present 
requirements of refined sugar without “he 
assistance of any fereign refined sugar 1im- 
ports. but it also has a considerable margin 
of reserve to gn for a greatly increased 
consumption of : 'igar. 

AN IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENT. 

A development has taken place which may 
have an important bearing upon the fate 
of the home-grown beet sugar industry when 
the subsidy is further decrea and 
ultimately removed. : 

I refer to the fact that the beet factories 
are now enabled to import and refine sugar 
during that period of the year when their 
crops are in the ground and the factories 
normally at a standstill. These factories 
have imported and refined since May, 1928, 
about a quarter of a million tons. 

There have been altogether 1,300,000 tons 
more raw sugar imported for refining pur- 
poses during that period, as compared with 
the corresponding seventeen months prior to 
the Budget, and the effect of this increase 
upon employment is widespread. — 

Take, for example, coal. It is computed 
that approximately one ton of coal is required 
to produce three tons of refined sugar, so 
that the increased consumption of coal during 
the period referred to above amounts to a 
colossal figure, in the region of 400,000 tons. 
In view of the importance of the coal 
problem in the economic life of the nation, 
it is gratifying to feel that the success «f 
British sugar refining in this country must 
be nil in an important stimulating im- 
provement on that sorely-tried industry of 
coal mining. 

THE COMPANY’S REFINERIES. 

I will now turn to the activities of our 
own refineries. It is with great satisfaction 
that I am able to report that, as a direct 
result of the change in the incidence of the 
sugar duties made in the Budget of 1923, 
we have been able to keep our factories 
running at high pressure and without that 
interruption and -termittent slowing down 
which is so fatal to the prosperity of any 
manufacturing concern. 

Those with experience of manufacturing 
costs will realise ‘hat the effect of this has 
been upon the cheapening of the costs cf 
production. I can state quite definitely that 
it is our increased turn-over and un- 
interrupted working that are mainly respon- 
sible for the cheapening of our costs of pro- 
duction and for our increased profits. I say 
mainly advisedly; for it is not entirely due 
to this. We have also improved our 
methods of refining, and, as a result of con- 
stant and diligent research and at much 
expense, we have now the most up-to-date 
and economical refineries in the whole of the 
world. 

POSITION OF THE CONSUMER. 

Possibly some people on reading that we 
have improved our position and increased 
our profits may say, ' What about the con- 
sumer. Has he benefited.’’ I think I shail 
be able to convince the most sceptical by a 
recitation of the plain facts that he has 
benefited not only by the full extent of the 
reduction of the duty, but he has also shared 
in the reduction resulting from our lessened 
costs of production. 

Let us examine the course of prices. Just 
before the Budget of 1928 the price of our 
refined product was 30s. 44d. per cwt., with 
raw sugar standing at 12s. 10id. per cwt. 
That is a difference of 17s. 6d. per cwt. 

On the 25th April of that year raw sugar 
was lós. per cwt., and our selling price was 
28s, per cwt. That is a difference of only 
15s. per cwt., due to the fact that we re- 
duced our prices by the full amount of the 
reduction in the duty on raw sugar—that 1s, 
2s. 44d. per cwt. To-day raw sugar certairly 
cannot be purchased in appreciable quat.ci- 
ties under 8s. Od. per cwt., ‘and our selling 
price is 22s. 10id. per ewt., or a difference 
ef 14s. 1d. 

In other words, although the world’s 
market price of raw sugar has declined 4s. 
ód. per cwt. since April, 1928, our refined 
selling prices have been lowered by 5s. 14d. 
per cwt., and there is no important sugar 
consuming country in the whole of the world 
where refined sugar can be purchased by 
retail cheaper than in the United Kingdom 
at the present time. The retail price is 23d. 
per lb.—and it may interest you to know 
that our profits this year represent consider. 
ably less than one-tenth of a penny per pound 
on the sugar we produce, So much for the 
consumer. 

EXTRA EMPLOYMENT. 

You will remember that I referred last 
year to increased employment, not only in 
the refining industry itself, but also in indus- 
tries which are allied to it. Now it is a 
difficult matter, as the Lord Privy Seal re- 
cently admitted, to gauge exactly the effect 
of increased employment in any one industry 
upon indirect employment—that is to say, 
employment in related industries—but we 
can, at any rate, give some important figures, 
showing increased use by us of materials 
other than sugar and coal, Take, for ex- 
ample, bags. uring the seventeen months 
from Ist May, 1928, we have used six million 
more jute bags—all made in this countrv— 
than during the corresponding seventeen 
months prior to the Budget of 1928. 

Other important increases are :—Paper bags 
111, millions; cartons, 9} millions; paper, 8 
million sheets, and water, 274 million gallons. 
a also be gracifying for you to know 

er supplying the needs of this country 
we have exported over 50,000 tons more 
Sugar than during the same period. 

This greatly increased use of materials by 
ne has undoubtedly benefited the industries 
engaged in their man~facture, and it is eas 
to believe the com;.aints voiced throug 
their Press of heavily State-aided refineries 
on the Continent regarding the loss of trade 
and EI ment, not only in their refinin 
industry, but in all the industries related 
sa it. They attribute this quite rightly to 
ar Fins trade of the British Sugar 
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established sagar refinery of Messrs. Fairrig 
and Co., Ltd., which adjoins our Liverpoo} 
roperty. Members of the Fairrie and Macfis 
amilies, who were shareholders in this bus. 
ness, wisned to dispose of it, and your 
directors thought. it would be in the inte ests 
of shareholders in Tate.and Lyle, Limited, 
that we should acquire the property and rng 
it in conjunction .with our Liverpool works, 
I may add that this refinery is we!l equipped, 
and in the few months in wich it has beeh 
under our contro] the results have been sats. 
factory. It has been asked in the Press jf 
Messrs. Fairrie’s profits for the year have 
been brought into our accounts, thus au-. 
menting our trading profits. I should like 
to point out that this is not the case, and 
that only the profits from Ist August— 
the date we acquired the business—have been 
included in our accounts. 

The dividends on the beet sugar factories 
in which we are interested are satisfactory. 
I should like to state here that the large 
sum of £100,000, which we have placed to 
Investment Reserve Account, does not repre. 
sent a sum. allocated to off-set Cepreciation 
in onr gilt-edged securities, which have al. 
ready been written down to the m-“r”et price 
of the day, but is part of a conservative 
poliev framed to write off our holding in 
the beet sugar companies in which we are 
interested, and, together with the £60,000 
we placed Inst year to ths account, making 
altogether £160,000, more than represents 
the total dividends received from the bee: 
companies during the past few years to the 
20th Septe~ber, 1929. 

RAW SUGAR PRICES. 

The price of raw suvar declined during our 
financial year from 10s. 3d. to 7s. 9d., but 
has since recovered to 8s. 94 This decline 
is due to over-producticn. Prices have now 
reached ‘a leve] at which it is believed to 
be impossible to grow sugar without loss in 
the méjority of the cane-growing countries 
of the world, and were it not for the fact 
that very nearly one-half cf the world’s pro 
dtiction is encouraged by State assistance by 
way of subsidy, either direct or through the 
operation of Customs duties, economic forces 
would long since have adjusted the eqnili. 
brium between supply and demand at a pric: 
considerably above the present level. 

Attempts have been made to enlist the 
sympathy of all the chief sagar-producing 
countries with a scheme to regulate pro. 
duction to conform more close‘y to reqnire. 
ments, but. the universal support, without 
which such scheme would doomed to 
failure, has not materialised, and it is un- 
likely that any more will be heard of it
